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ESTERN IRIS GARDENS was founded in 1945, by Wilbur W. Weed and his wife, Inez, as a culmination of a 
long standing desire to specialize in growing and hybridizing of some particular species of plants.

ton, Oregon, with Father (Howard E. Weed, 1870-1946), founder of National Iris Gardens. 


Graduating from Oregon State Colleg2 in 1921 with B.S. degree in Landscape Architecture, Wilbur Weed practiced 
that profession in the Pacific Northwest for a number of years. Beginning in 1931 until 1941 he was a landscape architect 
for the U. S. Bureau of Reclamation. In that capacity government towns at Boulder Dam, Boulder City, Nevada; Parker 
Dam, Earp, California; Friant Dam, Fresno, California, and Shasta Dam, Redding, California, came under his supervision 
for landscape design, construction, and maintenance. Four years’ service in World War II as an officer in the Air Corps 
followed. 

Oregon’s Willamette Valley and the famed Yakima Valley of Washington state have been chosen for growing 
grounds for irises because of th2 particular climatic and soil conditions found here which make for a long growing season 
and the production of quality rhizomes. While there is a long, mild season in the northwest with plenty of moisture for 
good growth, there is also a season of snow and freezing temperatures to harden the rhizomes and sort out any tender

MATTERHORN 
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MING YELLOW (Glutzbeck, ‘38). ML. 36° $1.00 


A yellow self, with clear, rich and smooth color quality, this 
is faultless. Large blooms are of smooth substance and slightly 
waved form. Outstanding in any comparison. 


MISS CALIFORNIA (Salbach, ‘36). L. 48” 60c 


Tall and impressive, well branched stalks support gigantic 
flowers of orchid-pink. This iris performs exceptionally, is of 
pleasing color and an excellent choice for garden frame planting 
or background. HM 1938. 


MISSOURI (Grinter, 1933). ML. 37” 0c 


Clear blue color, and enamel like texture personify this giant 
flowered Dykes Medal winner (1937). Strong fragrance of 
Lily of the Valley adds to popular appeal. 


MOHRSON (White, 1935). M. 34” 715¢ 


Large globes of bloom in medium purple are veined and 
marbled dark purple in this popular seedling of the iris William 
Mohr. A contrasting beard is broad and yellow. 


MULBERRY ROSE (Schreiner, ‘41). M. 40’ $4.00 


Innovation in color is descriptively nam2d here. Strong shades 
of brown seem to emanate from a heavy bronze beard on close 
inspection. Outstanding in the garden because of novelty in 
color, a bold strength of stem holds the larg2 flowers well aloft. 
You must see this! 


MYSTIC SHRINE (National, ‘44). ML. 36’ $5.00 


Descriptive adjectives are in short supply to properly extol 
the attributes of this novel color arrangement. Red-brown vein- 
ing on gold ground at the haft upon which an orange beard 
rests seems to extend its color influence to brighten the balance 
of the flower. Slightly ruffled standards are closed and of blue 
gray washed lavender. Falls are light gray, washed lavender. 
Distant effect is blue gray. The whole pattern intrigues on close 
inspection. 


NARANJA (Mitchell, 1935). L. 36” 20c 


An orange hue superimposed on a rich deep yellow; orange 
concentration on the falls. Large sized blooms appear orange in 
the bud, the whole strikingly different in appeal. 


NATIONAL GIANT (National, ‘42). M. 44” $3.00 


Generous height of stem and gigantic size of bloom, typical 
of many late National creations is here exemplified in bronze- 
violet standards and rose-violet falls. Violet veining at haft 
is accented by an orange beard. Excellent. 


NATIONAL WHITE (Nat’al, 44). EM. 46” $4.00 


This garden sentinel in its white, white uniform stands head 
and shoulders above its fellows. Proud perfection is personified 
in the glisten and gleam of this giant flower with delicately 
ruffled edges. NATIONAL WHITE is one of the newer va- 
ricties selected for the White House garden in Washington, 
D.C., in 1946. It’s a white to remember. Illustration on page 7. 


NED LEFEVRE (Lapham, 1942). M. 36” $2.60 


Yellow underlay topped glowing rose—-a combination that 
makes for a copper rose overall etfect. Colors are warm and 
rich in value. The flowers are of excellent form, and very ef- 
fective when left undisturbed in clumps. 


NIGHTFALL (Hall, 1942). M. 36” $2.50 

Any thumb is green with NIGHTFALL. One of the best per- 
formers and reproducers in the garden in its color class. Rich, 
dark, pansy purple—-deep color—in an easily grown profusely 
flowering plant. The standards are somewhat lighter than the 
falls for striking contrast in such depth of predominate color 
value. AM 1945. 


NOONDAY SKY (National, 1940).E.40’° $1.00 


Uniform color value is exemplified in lavender-blue; reflect- 
ing summer skies at Sun’s meridian height. A light veining of 
maroon is spread on a white ground at haft. Slightly fragrant. 
Matchless in appeal for its color class. 


NYLON (Whiting, 1940). ML. 34” $1.00 


Pure quality in flower as nylon is to My Lady’s hose! The 
blending of rose, tan, buff and lavender is subdued to coppery 
tan or caramel effect. Flowers are large and ruffled; growth 
vigorous. Fragrant. Neat. 


OLD PARCHMENT (Kleinsorge, ‘39) . M. 38’ $1.50 


A treasured tome preserves the written record through the 
cuality of its paper. Here, too, is everlasting beauty brought 
forth in each new bud to be treasured in the present. Light 
creamy tan overlaid golden buff. Standards are domed and 
closed, the falls wide and of clean cut appearance. AM 1941. 


ORANGE BOY (Reidel, 1941). M. 34” $1.50 


Golden-orange standards are in pleasing contrast with orange- 
red falls. A neat dash of rich color right out of nature’s paint 
pot. 


OREGON SUNSHINE (National, ‘39). E. 38’ $1.00 


Soft light yellow emulous of the lighter clear rays of western 
sunshinz filtered through rain washed skies. Deep green gold 
veining at the haft adds color interest to ruffled semi-flaring 
falls. Standards are closed and ruffled. 


ORLOFF (H. Sass, 1937). ML. 33” 60c 


Looking for foreground material? Consider this creamy yellow 
sprinkled with crimson brown. Falls are contrasting by being 
more heavily marked. Medium size blooms profusely borne on 
medium height stems are colorful. HM 1937. 


ORMOHR (Kleinsorge, 1937). M. 40” 75¢ 

Paul Bunyan walked here and chose ORMOHR for his bu- 
tonniere. This gigantic flower is pale lilac with a silver over- 
cast, richly veined violet. The flowers are proudly borne on 
strong tall stems and are individual standouts. A strong garden 
color accent and easily grown; no duds in the ORMOHR planting. 


Inherited quality comes through the parent iris William Mohr. 
AM 1940. 


10 BEARDED IRISES IN MODERN VARIETIES 


PEACH GLOW (Kleinsorge, 1943). M. 34” $5.00 


Unobtrusive as a single stem, PEACH GLOW is at its pleasing 
best as a pink clump. It’s a peach pink. Long lasting medium 
sized flowers are borne on tall wiry stems. Excellent lineage 
through the parent Daybreak which tied for non-awarded Dykes 
Medal in 1946. 


PHANTOM (Tobie, 1939). L. 36” 75¢ 


This is a dainty spot of color for backgrounds, blooming late. 
Interesting veining of pronounced violet is displayed on a light 
blue ground in a small neat flower. Fragrant. 


PINK IMPERIAL (National, ‘39). M. 39’ $1.00 


Soft feeling of pastel or water color is evident in the color 
vatue of this blush-pink. Profusely borne flowers are loftily 
carried. Clear color, haft venation absent. 


PINK REFLECTION (Cook, 1942).L. 36 $6.50 


A clear cut crisp individual. Heavy texture and good size 
enliven admiration of a unique combination of hydrangea pink 
and buff. The beard is lemon chrome in effect. AM 1944. 


PINK RUFFLES (Smith, 1940). M. 28” $2.00 


Solid color in lilac-pink is airily tossed by heavy fluting and 
ruffles in the flower’s flaring form. Unstinted flower production 
on shorter than average stems makes for an effective color mass. 
Classed as intermediate. AM 1942. 


POT O’GOLD (Grant, 1941). ML. 32” $2.00 


Brilliant and outstanding in the garden because of its rich 
clear color—yellow—without venation, POT O’GOLD is dis- 
tinctive among the many of similar color today. Substance is 
smooth and strong, with finish firm. Rich orange beard accents 
interest. 


PRAIRIE SUNSET (H. Sass, 1940). ML. 30’ $2.50 


Color harmony is here presented in excellent aspect. Pink, 
apricot, rose, copper and gold are fused in terms of glowing sun- 
set. Several large flowers, blooming in unison, hug strong stocky 
stems in the manner and fashion of gladioli. The effect as cut 
flowers is unique. To see is to appreciate the all around value of 
this popular blend. Dykes Medal 1943. 


RADIANT (Salbach, 1936). EM. 35” 75¢ 


Burnished orangz standards beam with rich color value seem- 
ingly bounced off the velvety coppery-red falls. Foreground 
material, producing flower in abundance. HM 1938. 


RAEJEAN (Whiting, 1940). L. 36” $1.00 


One of the last of the colorful yellows in blooming season. 
It’s a two-toned yellow, falls lighter toned and edged the deeper 
value of the standards. Foliage is uniquely crinkled, adding 
interest. HM 1942. 


RANGITIKEI (Stevens, 1940). M. 36” $5.00 


A jawbreaker name but with an eye-opening color appeal, this 
flower is in fine form and of excellent substance. Rich carmine 
purple, it’s a complementary color for planting adjacent to rich 
yellow or strong pink. The beard is glowing gold. Good color 
accent in any garden. 


REGENCY ROSE (Stephenson, ‘40). ML. 36 75¢ 


Quiet, unassuming quality in pleasing values of color ranging 
from pinkish-rose to deep rose. Increasing popularity is well 
deserved. You will want it too. 


ROSE FESTIVAL (Kleinsorge, 1945). M. 44” $5.00 


A rose pink self of outstanding beauty. Flowering is profuse 
with as many as 8 to 10 fragrant blossoms on each strong stalk. 
Closed standards have strong mid-ribs and the broad falls are 
well rounded. The golden beard is uniquely tipped violet. A 
real contributor to garden beauty. 
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ROYAL COMMAND (Hall, 1939). M. 38" 75e 


Rich, velvety purple. Very dark in basic color but high-lighted 
by a brilliant sheen; seemingly a cloak of royalty. 


ROYAL SCOT (Hall, 1944). M. 38” $5.00 


Red effect from a distance because of heavy trimming. Actu- 
ally a red-trimmed plicata. Base color is burgundy-red, a Scotch 
kilt color takeoff. Very showy, attractive from a distance and 
also stands close inspection. 


RUBY RING (Giridlian, 1942). M. 40” $5.00 


Undertones of rich yellow play about in standards of violet 
color. Contrasting falls colored rich ruby with lighter edges, the 
whole enlightened by a bright cadmium beard; haft of old gold.

Dark blue purple, so deep as to appear black. A beard in 
harmonizing blue coupled with a lustrous silky sheen further 
declares the real beauty of the flower. A must in a dark accent 
for the iris garden. AM 1940. Illustration on page 11. 


SALAR (DeForest, 1940). ML. 36” $2.00 


A creamy flesh background is subjugated by an overlay of 
salmon color. Large flowers have an efflux of rose about the 
beard. Look this one up. HM 1941. 


SALMON SPLENDOR (Lapham, ‘41) EM. 30° $1.50 


Salmon with pink undertones in a charming shorter stemmea 
number. Suited particularly for foreground and massing. Un- 
usual coloring in an early blooming sort. Choice. 


SAMOVAR (Hall, 1941). EM. 34” $1.50 


Copper rose—call it burnished copper, overlaid rose! Stand- 
ards are somewhat lighter than the falls. Unique in its mass 
effect and exceptionally floriferous. Blooms close on the heels 
of the intermediate irises. HM 1941. 


SARAH KINISH (Kinish, 1944). M. 38” $7.50 


Refreshing in color and of distinguished individuality in 
appearance. A clear sparkling blue, deep and rich. Blue tipped 
beard gives added interest; the whole decidedly different in its 
appeal to the appraising eye. 


SNOQUALMIE (Brehm, 1938) .M. 50” $1.0% 


A cream iris—solid and deep in color. Heavy substance of 
smooth finish adds to luscious effect. Flowers are large and 
flaring on tall stems. Very attractive in the garden. One that 
you will never regret buying. 


SNOW FLURRY (Rees, 1939). E. 48” $2.09 


Here is a season opener in the tall-bearded section. Buds, blu2 
tipped as color is first disclosed, seemingly descend upon the 
garden in a flurry of icy white as the flower opens. Ruffled and 
frilled in form for unique effect. Here is quality and dainty 
loveliness combined. Illustrated in center spread. AM 194]. 


SOLE MIO (Van Tubergen, 1938). M. 38” $5.00 


Created in Holland, this flower carries the rich y2llow of a 
tulip—clear and deep. Tall and well branched. Awarded silver 
medal in Rome, 1938. Beautiful indeed! 


SPARKLING BLUE (Grant, 1941). M. 40” $3.00 


A flax blue self which sparkles as if powdered with frost 
crystals. The flower presents a broad, strong appzarance. Stand- 
ards are domed and falls semi-flaring and symmetrical. Locust 
fragrance enhancing attractiveness. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC (Taylor, ‘41).M.45"" $3.00 


Long season of bloom is typical with this gigantic flowered 
clear lavender-blue. Free blooming on tall stalks and of pleasing 
form the flower has a faint rosy sheen.

Brilliant red-copper with contrasting orange beard, its best 
color values are apparent when viewed against the sun. Aptly 
named as to soft color appeal.

Salmon, apricot and rose are delightfully combined and fused 
to effect onion-skin-pink. A tangerine beard high-lights the 
whole.
